abouc 120 men, and among them Americus 
V:iſpuciz for one. Oa the eleventh of Au- 
g*/t following they had fight of the Canary 
Iſlands, and failing forwards, on the 16*t day 
they mer with certain quantities of long graſs 
floating upon the water, and upon one of them 
a Gral-hopper alive ; which graſs, as it en- 
creaſed daily more and more tor ſome time, 
ſo it put them in continual hopes every day of 
coming to ſome Land. Nevertheleſs they fail- 
cd Auguſt quite out, the whole Moncth of 
September following, and ſome part of Ofto+ 
ber, without kenniog of avy land'; which trou- 
bled them extreamly ; infomuch that his com- 
pany began to mutiny deſperately, and to 
threaten their Admiral, that they would throw 
him overboard, unleſs he would preſently re- 
turn for Spain ; wearing they Were abur'd, and 
that be ſhiuld nat make himſelf agreat Lord, as 
he intended, with the perill of their lives.

This was a great rejoy- 
cing tochem all, eſpecially ro Columbus, who 
went on ſhore ; and having ſung the Te Denns 
on-his knees, with tears in his eyes, he erected 
a Crols and took poſieſlion of the Iſtandiinthe 
name of the Catholique Kings: Ferdinaxdand 
Iſabella, all the Spaniards that were with hig 
pceſently (according to his Patent) acknow- 
ledging him Viceroy of the Countrie. There 
were (tandiog by ſome few of the Natives; 
- Wondring to ſee men cloathed and fo acortred 
as.the Spaniards were, themſelves beir g for the

untruly. The tree, according to the 
_ defeription' which Acoſta gives of it, is of a 
big body, and groweth commonly in the open 
fields, being of a moiſt and tender ſubſtance;

' is green, they uſe-ro cut; and at the places 
where they make incilion, there ifſueth a cer-

ome commit a great overſight, if 
in treating of the Commodities and 
Rarities of the New Lind, I ſhould forget the 
Cacao ; which, though it be but a ſmall fruit,or- 
dinarily aot 6 than anAlmond,and bardly hp 
of ſo good atatte; yet becauſe it is ſo proper | 
to the Countrie, ſo plentifully there growing, 
and likewiſe ſo much eſteemed and uſed as ic 
is, almoſt in all kinde of bartery and craffique, 
I muſt not alcogether omit ic. It is a fruit, 
which with the Americans is almoſt every 
thing ; it is both meat, drink, and money. Ir 
grows upon 2 ſmall tree of the bigneſs and 
faſhion of that of the Pome-citron, yy; 
K 
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beſt upon hat ground, yet in ſuch places where 
it is well: ſhadowed fiom'the Sun. 'Therebe 
ſeveral kindes of them z nnd by the deſeription 
which Hernandez, or rather Antonine Recchine; 


makes 6f the Cacao, in his general Hiſtorie of 
American Plants, ptinted at Rowe 165 1: it 
ſcems that Herrera, Acoſta, and others are not 
ſoexadt in their report of this fruit, who gene- 
rally deſcribe ic as a fruit fomewhat leſs than 
an Almond, whereas Hernand:z, a Door of 
Phyſick , and one who lived many yeets id 
thoſe parts, by command of the King of Spain, 
on purpoſe to obſerve the Natures of ſuch 
Plants and Phyſical rarities as America afford- 
ed, rh:2kes fore kindes of Cacao to be #s big as 
4 good Melon or Portpion, and none leſs than 
the greateſt ſort of Apples, To reconcile them 
I ſuppoſe we muſt fay; that what Acoſta, Her- 
rera, 4nd 'others call the Cacao, is but the ker- 
nel of tht {acap which Hernandez deſcriberh;

parts of the Continent beſide , live wilde in 
heards upon the Mountains, and may be killed 
by any body that will take the pajns to doe it. 
Yea, they ſay that the very doggs which the 
Spaniards carcied over, and which dig them

They drive theſe Paces in 
ſometimes four or five hundred of them to- 
gether, or more, laden with Merchandiſe, 
Wine, Maiz, Coca, Quick-filver, arid Silver in 
Barrs, which they carrie from the Mines of 
Potexi, as far as Ariqua, uporr the South-Sex, 
which is about threeſcore or ſeventy leagues, 
without any other Convoy or Guide, but one- 
ly of a few Indians to drive the Sheep, and 
Gs Spaniards to overſee the Indians. - They 


WH indure froſt and cold naturally, as having been 
WH bred, and thriving beſt upon the Sierra and 
WH Andes of Peru; where they are leen many 
times covered with ice and ſnow , yet never 
ſhrinking at- it ; whereas inthe P and 
hot Countrie they dye. They are in ttuth a ve- 
ry ſerviceable. and good Creature, yet: not 
without ſome odd qualities, which'the Reader, 
mult know, eſpecially that ſort of them which 
are ſmooth and bear no fleece.

the meral is thas ſeparated from the Mercury, 
they count it pure and refined, whither itbe 
gold or filver, and as ſuch melt it again into 
barres, and carry it to the To ne and 
marking. For it is not yet ſo perfely purified 
and fine, but it muſt, at leaſt in part, endure © 
one tryall and purging more. This is doneby 
the Aﬀay-maſlter,as they call him, who givest© 
every peice or barre of 6lver, its particular Al- 
loy or value, according to which it muſt, be 
ſold, and paſs for metal more or leſs fine and 
pure, and without which Alloy and mark gi- 
ven it by the Aſſay-malter, iris not lawfyll to 
vend any of thoſe metalls. It's a great and rich 
Office at the Indies to be Aſſay- maſter, and 
requires likewiſe a great and exa& kill in the 
metalls, viz. to give the true alloy and valye 
to every peice and barre of metall that is 
brought. The buſineſs is done thus. They bring 
their metal in barres or ingots to the Aﬀlay- 
maſter or his Deputy, who cuts from every 
one of them a ſmall peice of metal, and weighs 
it exaftly, marking well out of which barre or 
ingot every peice was cut ; and then pots them 
one by one into ſeverall Crufibles or Mclting- 
\ pors 
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pots which he hath ſtandiog on the fire, m 
every one of them according to the number of 
the barre, to which the peice of metall be 
- that he puts into it. Theſe Crufibles are lictle 
ſmall vefſells made for 'no other purpoſe, but 
far the lalt trying of the metall, 'and moſt goms 
monly of the aſhes of. certain burnt bones, 
which are beaten together and caſt into'a 
Moald. To every one of theſe ſet on the Fur. 
nace, the Afﬀay.maſter gives a ſtrong and vio- 
' lent fire by which the metal inſtantly melts, 
and the Lead, Copper, Tin, or other baſer me- 
tal, incaſe therebe any yet remainiog in it, dif: 
ſolves and evoporates into ſmoake, and the fil. 
ver or other metal, remains in the Crufible #- 
lone, now advanced to the utmoſt perfeRtion 
and fineneſs that arr can give it, and withall ſo 
ſtrangely united and fixed in it ſelf,that though 
' it be liquid xad molten, yet they fay, it will 
never fpill nor run out, though the mouth of 
the Crufible ſhould be turned downward, but 
abides ſtill within it, firm and fixed without 
looſing one drop, or the leaſt particle of its 
ſubſtance.
